WASHINGTON LETTER. 


The Silver Fight as See*, oy one on 


Scene of Battle. 


J9nr Washington Conixpondence. 


WASHISQTOX, April 23, 1890. 


Conference after conference, canons after 


canons, and yet no lesnl so far of a satis- 
factory natnro to the cause of silver. 


The people want free and unlimited 


coinage of silver as well as gold; the mem- 
bers of both House and Sonata seem to 
wattr and their vacillating aotiona are in- 
juring oar just cms*. 


The President, they say, will veto any 


bill which has freu coinage of silver in it 
or which has anything in any other shape 
that will lead eventually to free coinage. I 
do not agree with them on that point. 
In 


my opinion there was never a time so pro- 
pition.3 for free coinage of silver as now, 
and so far as Harrison is concerned, I be- 
lieve he would not dare to veto a free coin- 
ing hill. One trouble is that the eilver men 
are not a unit in their lotions. The fault 
to-day is not so much with the opposition 
for that number of members in both 
Houses is getting smaller by degrees. 
The 


voice of the people ia beard throughout 
the land and the clear sounds of silver are 
now getting loader and loader every day, 
bnt somehow our friends seem to be afraid 
of their own shadows. 


Secretary Windom baa yielded to the 


demands of the House Committee on Coin- 
age, and the section which gaye him dis- 
cretionary power to stop the purchase of 
silver whenever in hip opinion the market 
for eilv«r was cornered or the prices ficti- 
tious, was stricken out. 


The Senate was less courteous to the 


Secretary, and when his bill came tefore 
the Committee on Finance they rather un- 
ceremoniously struck out everything after 
the enacting clause and inserted their own 
bill as an amendment. 
Of course the Sec- 


retary was anything but pleased with such 
a proceeding and the Cabinet of the Presi- 
dent syoipathizafl with the Secre'nry of the 
Treasury. The Presideut espec'ally seemed 
to consider that action as an opposition to 
an administration measure. 
Qiietly the 


friends of Harrison and Windom went to 
work and by hints here and there got the 
House Committee on Coinage down on the 
Senate bill; seven of its members expressed 
thtir opinion that when the Senate hill 
comeii from the Senate to the House that 
they would retaliate and strike out every- 
thing after the enacting clause and insert 
'Windom's bill HB it came from the Senate 
to their Finance Committee. At first some 
of the Senators looked upon it as a joke 
and thought to return the compliment, and 
as BOOH as i he House bill was passed and 
sent ia ttiu Semite to strike out everything 
after the enacting clause and insert the 
Senate bill as reported by our true friend 
of silver, the Hon. Senator John P. Jones, 
of Nevada. Wiser heads rather advised a 
compromise before either of the bills came 
np for action. Conferences were called 
bat the House seemed to insist on their 
bill and a back down on tha pait of the 
Finance Committee of tha Senate. 
Can- 


cusses of both parties were h>-ld and yet no 
result towards a reconciliation. 


To your correspondent's mind the only 


way to break this dead-look is to bring in a 
new bill in both House and Senate and let 
that bill be an out an on; bill for the free 
and unlimited coinage. Let the friends of 
silver rely on the good sense of the people, 
boldly tackle the bull by the horns and 
with a twist and a pull wrench off the 
bores of the dilemna between which they 
DOT stand shaking and trembling, knowing 
not what to do or how to do it what they 
have already begun. 


Senator Stewart, of Nevada, brought in 


a bill for free coinage ia December last; it 
is a good bill, fills the wants and is all that 
can be desired; bnt in presenting his bill 
be asked that it be referred to the Finance 
Committee. Nobody was more surprised 
«t his action than your correspondent, and 
cilling on the Senator I asked him how he 
oame to refer a free coinage bill to that com- 
mittee, knowing as he did, that with the 
exception of Senator Jones, of Nevada, 
that body was decidedly opposed to free 
coinage and would never allow his bill to 
be referred back for action to the Senate. 
He answered me that he knew all about 
that and that he did it with a certain pur- 
pose ia visw, and intent to put that com- 
mittee and the majority of its members as 
well as the Republican party on record. 
Considering that Senator Stewart claims to 
ba a Eepubhcan I could not well see a justi- 
fication for his queer action, especially as 
he made the same exonss to me in October, 
1888, when he brought in his free coinage 
bill No. 3,610 during sessions of 
the 


Fiftieth Congress and had it referred to 
that committee. At that time I admit it 


- mattered but little, for President Cleve- 


land waa in the chair, and the chances to 
pass such a bill nigh lo impossible; but 
BOW after he himatlf has pat that silver 
plaak into the Republican platform in 
Chicago, to consign his bill to that mauso- 
leum of free coinage bills in the Finance 
Committee is beyond comprehension, and 
the friends of silver are getting somewhat 
displeased with Senator Stewart's proceed- 
ing; some say that he was not sincere and 
did not wish to have any action to be taken 
on it or he would have asked to have hie 
bill laid upon the table and take it np and 
disease it at any time, especially knowing 
as lie did, the feeling of the majority of 
that committee; others say that the Senator 
is getting back to his old love, "greenback- 
ism," 
or as he himself calls it, "cheap 


money," and plenty of it. Be it as it may, 
the cause of silver has suffered by it mater- 
ially, bnt above all his State of Nevada.

U. S. Mint Keport.

WASHINGTON, April 28.—Director of the 


Mint Leech has submitted his rqport to 
Congress. Ths gold prodaot of the United 
States is estimated at $32,800,000 against 
$32,000,000 last year, and the silver pro- 
dace 
$46,750,000 against 
$42,020,000. 


Twenty-men million, one hundred and 
twenty-live thousand, three hundred and 
seventeen ounces of silver were purchased 
for coinage at the average cost of .9356 
cents per ounce. The total metallic stock 
of the United States, January 1, 1890, was 
$1,127,663,631; prodaot of California $14,- 
084,000, of which $13,000,000 is golJ. 


In addition to the silver p odact of onr 


mines about 7,000,000 ounces of silver is 
eitrooted from lead ores imported into the 
United States and smelted in this country, 
and over 5,000,000 ounces from bise silver 
bars, imported principally from Mexico 
making the total prodnot of oar mines, 
smeltets and refineries at abont 62,000,000 
fine ounces of silver. Colorado still main- 
tains first rank among the producing 
States with an aggregate product of gold 
and silver of over $24,000,000.

Utah shows a largely in 


creased product, notil;!y in silver. IJaho 
and Naw Mexico repent in increased pro- 
duct and AriEou i and NtvaJa a reduced 
profl'ict for 1889.

Symmes and "'liars against the Union 
Trust Comparv, of Niw York, was filed 
to-djy. Iha dsfeLdsuts admit that any 
demand upon the Trustees of the Sntro 
Tunnel Co to institute attion iu the Lame 
of that compasy to accomplish tue objects 
sought to be secured by the bill of com- 
plaint filed iu the case would be fruitless, 
as all acts complained of were done by the 
Trustees in gool faith. The history of the 
settlement of the Snlro Tncnel Company's 
affairs is then given in detail contiadicting 
statements an i charg< s which are nu 
by plaintiffs. 
Tha n«seraon (h.t the com- 


plaints diJ, in fict, a-son', thoaiSTtr cru- 
clndep, to all ucts of ttliiuli they uuiv curu- 
olain, and that tht-y sur.sjnbed for bjnds 
issued in the new compiny, their action ia 
said to be in bad faith anl the result of 
conspiracy. 


The answt-r states that the widest publi- 


city was given to the plan and that this 
plan was tha only method by which the 
foreclosure in the sole interest of the Me- 
Calmont could be presented. It farther 
slates that the trustees of the Sntio Tunnel 
Company and syndicate, as well as Tneu- 
dore Sntro, acted in utmost good faith in 
the matter. AH charges ot nn attempt to 
defraud any stockholder or take an unfair 
advantage are specifically denied. It fur- 
ther states that the three plaintiffs are the 
only stockholders who have raised any ob- 
jection to the coarse pursued, and that 
they have not shown themselves entitled 
to any relief whatever and that they, in 
fact, assented to the plans. 


Edmund Tauzkey, of San Fiancisco, and 


W. E. F. Deal, of Virginia, are solicitors 
for the defendants, and Pillsbnry & Bland- 
ing, also of San Francisco, and Wheeler H.
